The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or descrihpH « 

Claims 13, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the WO 00/04067 Patent. 

US 6489379 is relied on as a translation. 

The reference exemplifies (comparison 4) of producing ABS in a two stage graft. 
The first stage grafts in the presence of K peroxydisulfate. The second stage grafts in 
the presence of a redox catalyst. 

Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority papers to overcome this rejection 
because a translation of said papers has not been made of record in accordance with 
37CFR1.55. See MPEP § 201.15. 

Claims 1 -1 2 and 1 9 requires a blend of another polymer with the grafted rubber. 
In view of the fact that reference discloses the grafted rubber in a comparison example, 
there is no reason to add it to another polymer. 

J48007516 shows a similar graft, but used the redox catalyst in the first stage 
and the persulfate in the second stage. The examiner cannot prove the reversal of 
steps results in the same final product. 

Ackerman shows'a two stage graft, having a persulfate catalyst in the first stage 
and a peroxide in the second stage. The second stage lacks the reducer necessary to 
be considered a "redox".
